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This is a request to correct the inventorship under 37 C.F.R. § 1.48(a). M.P.E.P. 
§201.03 states that correction of inventorship in an application is permitted by amendment 
under 35 U.S.C. §116 which is implemented by 37 C.F.R. §1.48. 37 C.F.R. § 1.48(a) is 
directed at correcting the inventorship in an application where the inventorship was 
improperly set forth in the executed oath or declaration filed in the application. In this case, 
the original declaration claimed priority to U.S. Patent Application Serial No. 09/725,525, 
now U.S. Patent No. 6,674,289, under 35 U.S.C. §120. U.S. Pat. No. 6,674,289, was filed on 
Nov. 29, 2000.
